The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
11-14 directed to a method of moving a shoe cleaning apparatus non-elected without 
traverse. Accordingly, claims 11-14 been cancelled. 

As to claim 1 , no prior art was found to show or suggest a shoe cleaning 
apparatus as claimed with a linking aperture formed on a rearward end thereof, the 
linking aperture adapted to cooperate with a tow bar in a towing position for towing a 
second vehicle in the claimed environment. 

As to claim 15, no prior art was found to show or suggest a shoe cleaning 
apparatus as claimed with a frame including a linking aperture formed thereon, the 
linking aperture arranged outboard of the brush unit and adapted to cooperate with a 
tow bar in a towing position for towing a second vehicle in the claimed environment. 
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US 3,740,072 to Veith discloses a shoe cleaning apparatus that mounts to a 
vehicle that includes an integrally formed mounting arm having a lower portion, stepped 
portion, and an upper portion that includes a mounting aperture to attach to a vehicle, a 
unit that cleans shoes, and a coupling element to mount the arm to a hitch receiver of a 
vehicle. Veith does not include a linking aperture formed on a rearward end of the lower 
portion, the linking aperture adapted to cooperate with a tow bar in a towing position for 
towing a second vehicle. Veith also does not include a brush unit with a frame including 
a linking aperture formed thereon, the linking aperture arranged outboard of the brush 
unit and adapted to cooperate with a tow bar in towing position for towing a second 
vehicle.
